JAPAN. 
THE CIVIL WAR. 

The following is a summary of the news brought by the 
present mail :— 

On the 29th January Stotsbashi attempted to press forward. 
It was however discovered that the Daimio (nominally his 
friend) in charge of Yedo Castle was a traitor, and that he had 
given it up to Satsuma. Stotsbashi’s troops retreated upon 
Osaka, losing many men in the act. Stotsbashi then abandoned 
Osaka and took flight. The foreign representatives were 
warned, about midnight, that he could no longer protect 
foreigners. The Ministers’ suites and guards left Osaka and 
reached Temposan fort, at the mouth of the river, during the 
next day, and after some delay got on board the men-of-war 
and left for Kobé (Hiogo). The British Legatioff officials left 
left in H.M.S. Ocean. No insults were offered by Chosiu’s 
troops, but some French marines were pelted and inkulted by | 
the mob at Osaka. They fired in return, killing five and 
wounding several. F 

On the 4th February some of the troops of Prince Bizen 
(one of the Confederate Daimios opposed to Stotsbashi) entered 
Kobé, and attacked several foreigners. A French marine and 
an’Amorican sailor were wounded by shots. Sir H. Parkes, 
who was riding in’ their neighbourhood, narrowly escaped, 
several shots being aimed at him. The detachments of the 
9th Regiment were called out, and the Japanese troops pursued 
and'dispersed. A naval brigade was landed from the Ocean, 
and in a few hours Kobé was again quiet. 

The Confederate Daimios, however, appear to be very fa- 
vourably disposed to foreigners. Ary injury done seems rather 
to result from foreigners being in the midst of two parties hos- 
tile to each other than from any enmity to them. Mob 
violence and sometimes hostility on the part of troops is of 
course an exception, but it is not endorsed by the contending 
chiefs. The Mikado has addressed a communication to Chosiu 
and Satsuma, warning them to be particularly careful that no 
rudeness or lawless conduct is observed towards foreigners by 
those passing through Hiogo. 

THE NEW PORTS. 

The following account of the recent events is from the 
Hiogo and Saha Herald :— 

The disturbance commenced on the 4th February. Shortly 
after mid-day a body of some 150 Japanese well armed, and 
having field pieces, entered Kobé under the command of the 
Secretary of the Prince of Bizen, who was accompanied by 
another official of high rank. The main body, some 600 
strong, to which they belonged, was three miles in the rear at 
Hiogo. As they advanced through Kobé they glanced 
scowlingly about them. ‘At the cry saniero/ “fall down !” 
all the natives fell on their knees, but a foreigner present 
named Collins, who remained standing, was instantly set 
upon and threatened; he however got away. Two of Sir 
Harry Parkes’ escort were next met; their Japanese 
servant was attacked, but they got clear. Shortly after- 
wards however they came across two French sailors, at 
one of which a spear thrust was only saved from boing fatal by 
his comrade seizing the sharp blade and turning it aside, being 
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severely cut in the act. The sailors then ran for their lives, 
the Japanese firing in pursuit not only at them but indis- 
criminately at every foreigner who appeared. Fortunately two 
only were hit, a French marine (wounded in the groin) and a 
seaman from the U.S.S. Oneida (ball not yet extracted). 

The scene of this outrage was the main street of Kobé Sir 
H. Parkes, accompanied by one of his escort, was crossing the 
plain marked out as the future settlement when the firing com- 
menced. Sir Harry pluckily faced the Japanese, and instead 
of seeking cover ran towards the Consulate to give the alarm. 
Several bullets whistled passed him, but he fortunately reached 
the Consulate in safety. Several hairbreadth escapes are re- 
corded on the part of other forcigners. One gentleman attached 
to the Z/erald, upon seeing the firing commence, thought the 
Japanese were only firing at the foreign flags by way of defiance, 
but perceiving their spears uncovered (it is a capital offence in 
Japan to expose a naked spear-head without using it) he ran 
for his life and succeeded in waming other friends, At 1:30 
P.M. tho assembly sounded at the British Consulate, and the 
detachment of the 9th, under Lieuts. Bradshaw and Bruce, 
turned out immediately. After marching a couple of miles 
they came in sight of a body of Japanese, who, as soon as they 
perceived they were followed, turned round and advanced a 
short distance. Meanwhile, the 9th extended in skirmishing 
order, and opened a brisk fire, whereupon the Japaucse broke 
and scattered on both sides of the road, returning the fire for 
about five minutes; they then again broke into small parties, and 
fled towards the mountains. The American and French marines 
wero on the left of the 9th. The mounted escort, with 
Sir Harry Parkes at their head, galloped up to where 
the Japanese made their stand, and captured three small 
field-pieces. Messrs, Robertson and Satow, of H.B.M.’s 
Consulate, and Mr. Blake were with the Jast-men- 
tioned party. There were but three volunteers with the 
9th, Messrs. J. and R. Blackmore and Braga. At the time 
the alarm was given a number of the men on board the iron- 
clad Ocean were scraping her sides. Down dropped the 
scrapers, and without waiting to change his dress, each man 
seized his rifle, and iu a wonderfully short time eighty mariners 
under Captain Brydges and forty seamen under Lieut. Corn- 
wall were on shore. Joining a small party of fourteen men 
: from the United States steamer Onecda, under Master Muldaur, 
having a brass field-piece, the Ocean men started in pursuit. 
The writer of the account in the Herald, who accompanied 
this party, found the road strewed with baggage that had 
been hastily abandoned by its owners. Here was to be 
secn the equipag: of the army surgeons, knives, and saws 
and neatly enveloped packages of medicines. Further on were 
rain hats, and such was their haste, that some of them even 
left their sandals behind. After wandering about for several 
hours, the party returned to Kobe without having met with 
the cbjects of their search. The main body of Bizen’s men, 
who had remained at the other eud of Kobe, made their escape 
about 2 o0’clock on the following morning, by the back streets to 
the neighbouring hills. 

An envoy froin the Mikado arrived at Hiogo on the 7th, and 
had an interview with the Foreign Representatives, to whom he 
offically communicated the change of Government, and gave 
assur nces of good, intentions, which led to the re-embarkation 
of many of the marines and sailors who had been mounting 
guard ashoro since the outrage on the 4th. Orders have been 
issucd to Chosiu and Satsuma in the Mikado’s name, to bs 
careful that no rudeness or lawlessness is shown towards for- 
cigners, Everything appears now to be tending to quietness at 
Osaka. It remains to be seen what will occur at Yedo, as 
we hear from private sources that Stotsbashi is determined to 
continue the struggle. 

A postscript says :—‘“ The arrangements are that Satsuma, 
Choshiu, and Toza take over the government with all the Shio- 
goon’s tre:ties and responsibilities, under the Mikado direct. 
Satsuma’s troops already garrison Kobé, well-dressed, well- 
drilied, well-armed. Tic Custom-house is reopened. Mikado’s 
officers will probably govern all open ports, Bizen to pay for 
ail damage through the Jate conflict. Steamers restored.” 

The following is from a correspondent at Kobe :— 


A short description of this place may enable you to judge what chance 
there may be of a trace iu the future. A flat of sand fronting the sea with 
a range of hills as a background—dimensions about 500 yards long, 300 
yards broad. The Tokaido, or main road of Japan, runs behind the sand 
flat, called Kobe. appropriated to foreigners. The small Japanese houses, 
built of plaster, slips of wood, and paper, are miserable in the extreme, 
and the inhabitants seem as poor a¢ church mice. This road leads to Hiogo, 
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a native town about two miles distant, containing several thousand inhabi- 
tants, also apparently of the poorest description. 

The foreigners here number about hundred. There are merchants, 
auctioneers, doctors, storekeepers, and grozshop-keepers. Up to the present 
time no business, except selling chow-chow and grow, has been done, and 
the greatest uncertainty prevails as to whether the place will ever turn out 
a success. Judging from the natives that I have met in the streets I 
should estimate that their worldly wealth might reach about 50 cents a 
head, all round, exclusive of their mats and household utensils ; beggars 
are abundant, and poverty shows itself in every shape. The Japanese 
merchants who were supposed to be anxiously awaiting the arrival of our 
cottons, &c., are mythical beings. In fact, you can find more wealth in 
any one atreet in Canton amongst Chinese hongs than you can in any 
Japanese large city. That means, leaving out the Daimios, who may 
possess some little capital squeezed out of their subjects. 

T am writing under difficulties, having no house, no furniture, no chow- 
chow, in fact, nothing. We are simply existing, huddled up in Japanese 

ties. 





YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices from this port are to the 14th February. We 
are unable to give any items of jocal news, our files of papers 
having miscarried. The important political changes in progress 
naturally form the principal topic. 

The Japan Gazette, speaking of Yedo, says :—“ Troops are 
daily arriving. Every man who wears two swords is preparing 
to use them in the cause of the Shiogoon, if he determines to 
resist Satsuma’s entry into his dominions. The Stonewall, 
ironclad, is anxiously looked for. None of the officers of the 
Shiogoon think that he will yield. He only left Osaka because 
the Daimios displayed the Mikado's flig, and he never rebelled, 
nor would he now rebel against his sovereign.” 

The Russian steamer Courier arrived from Nagasaki on the 
12th, and conveyed to Yokohama the Governor of the former 
place, who had, in obedience to the order of the Mikado, handed 
over the government to the officers of Satsuma. The town of 
Nagasaki was occupied half by Hizen and half by Toza. When 
the Courier left the British ensign was flying over the Custom- 
house, and a large body of men landed from the ships to pro- 
tect foreigners. 

A large fire broke out in Kanagawa on the 3lst January ; 
the loss to the people was great. A collection was got up 
among the foreigners for the suffercrs, and over 6,000 boos— 
nearly $2,000—was raised for their relief. 

In consequence of the outrage committed at Kobe by Prince 
Bizen’s meu the foreign men-of-war seized, on the 5th Feb., 
all the steamers owned by Japanese] anchored in the port of 
Hiogo. This was because, as stated in the declaration of the 
Foreign Ministers, the affair concerns not only the clan of Bizen, 
but all the clans throughout Japan. 

A number of Chosiu’s troops (some 500 or-so) had arrived 
at Hiogo. In addition to the above, large numbers of Satsuma’s, 
Tosa’s, and Awa’s men had also arrived at Hiogo, and much 
excitement appeared to prevail amongst them. Several officials 
of high rank, serais and others, are with the soldiers, Kobe is 
for the time beiug a free port, all the custom-house officials 
having left. 1 

The latest intelligence by private letter from: Hiogo is to the 
effect that the war is over and Hioge tranquillised. No fears 
are now entertained by foreigners for their safety. 

The following Government notification has been issued :— 
“In consequence of the commencement of civil war in Japan 
the undersigned (by desire of the Governor of Kanagawa) begs 
to call the attention of foreign merchants and shipimasters at 
this port to the clause of the treaties prehibiting the sale of 
firearms and ammunition and ships to any Japanese except to 
the Government, and also prohibiting vessels to visit any port 
in Japan which is not open to foreigu trade. A similar com- 
munication has already been made to the foreign representa- 
tives at Osaka by members of the Gurogio.—Magtin DosMeEy.”

NEWCHWANG. 

A letter from this port: says :—The Koreans have consented 
to allow the Chinese to import foreign piece goods under less 
stringent regulations than before obtained ; and the consequence 
is that Corean traders are buying up all the piece goods in the 
place, some at an advance on previous rates. Malwa now quotes, 
good, taels 620—though demand is slight—bean oil, taels 4.16, 
bean cakes, 5 pieces per taels 3.20, grey shirtings, 8} catties, 
taels 3.10. 

Touching the Newchwang bean mills we are glad to hear that 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co. have made liberal terms with 
Messrs. T. Platt and Co., who got out the plant, and intend 
sending Mr, Charles Hill, some time manager of their Hongque 
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wharf and warehouses, to superintend and carry on the neces- 
sary works, Under such aupsices, bean oil and cake facture by 
machinery will soon be un fast accompli. 


HANKOW. 

Advices to hand from Hankow to the 6th Feb, state that news 
has been received there overland to the effect that the rebels 
in Shantung are marching towards that place, and that they 

making a conjunction with the Mahomedans in Kang- 
suh and Shensi towards the summer. The Soo-Wang has been 
killed in an engagement with the Imperialists. A foreigner who 
was with Li Footai’s forces was captured, 

The New-year festivities appear to be kept up for a length- 
ened period in the native town, On inquiry we find that this 
is partly ascribed to the small number of outside buyers from 
the adjacent villages, whose inhabitants have paid but few 
visits to Hankow for making their regular exchanges and pur- 
chases of produce and goods, from the prevalent dearth of last 
year’s soason, 


FOOCHOW. 

We now havo the following particulars of the late destructive 
fire at this port :— 

On the night of the 8th February, a fire, which resulted in 
the total destruction of a large portion of the foreign settle- 
ment in Foochow, broke out at 8 p.m, raging without inter- 
mission until 5 a.M. on Sunday. Flames were first seen in the 
vicinity of Messrs. Siemssen and Co.’s new house, which shortly 
succumbed. The wind, which up to this had been light, 
gradually freshened from the routh-east, and drove the body 
of fire back to Mesars. Gilman and Co.’s offices, and to that 
portion of the settlement where most of the foreign hongs 


were situated. At midnight, the fire, at its height and: 


perfectly uncontrollable, took a sudden turn, avoiding 
Messrs. Turner and Co.’s, the Chartered Mercantile Bank, 
and the Oriental Bank, also Messrs. Overweg and Co.’s. 
This latter house was, however, looted by the Chinese (not- 
withstanding the indefatigable exertions of their representative), 
shaping its course through the godowns of Messrs. Holliday, 
Wise and Co., and Margesson and Co., both of which were en- 
tirely destroyed, together with a cargo of tea for Australia, stored 
in thejlatter. At 3 4.M. the fire had mastered the preuises of 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, and Messrs, Russell and 
Co.’s hong was for some time in imminent danger, but escaped, 
with the exception of a small detached building, used as a 
billiard-room, and at 5 a.m. the fire had apparently burned 
itself out. 

It is impossible to estimate the extent of damage at present, 
but the following losses are as near as could be ascertained :— 
Messrs. Siemssen and Co.’s house and contents, total loss, 
godown saved ; Gilman and Co.’s offices, total loss ; Silverlock 
and Co.’s offices, total loss ; Rusden, Phipps and Co.’s godown, 
total loss, office saved; Hedye and Co.'s office, total loss; F. 
Schwnke’s office, total loss ; the American Consulate, total loss ; 
Mossrs. Holliday, Wise and Co.’s godowns and offices, total loss, 
the greater part of contents safely removed; Margesson and 
Co.’s godowns and offices, total loss ; W. Newman’s offices and 
godown, total loss; the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, house 
and offices, total loss ; Messrs. Russell and Co.’s billiard room. 
The losses will principally fall upon the local offices, and the 
London Imperial Office will also be a heavy loser. There is 
little doubt that if a gunboat had been at Foochow, with the 
assistance of the sailors and the use of the only powerful en- 
gine in the place (which for some unaccountable reason the 
owners declined to send out) much of the above damage might 
have been avoided. 

The Shanghai Evening Express, gives the following additional 
particulars relating to the fire at Foochow :—It was the night 
of the Feast of Lanterns, and it is surmised that the accident 
was caused by an injudicious use of fireworks. Equally strong 
suspicions are, however, entertained that it was the result of 
design, as an attempt was made to set a private house on fire 
by throwing fire balls, but was prevented in time, The total 
damage it is almost impossible to estimate, but as near as we 
can guess $400,000 will not cover it. Of this $200,000 is 
covered by insurance. We have endeavoured to get the 
amounts for which each office is liable, and think the following 
may be relied on :—China Fire, $78,000 ; London Assurance, 
$45,000 ; Imperial, $45,000; Queen, $500; Hong Kong, 
$22,000 ; Manchester, 2,000; Nortke-n, $500 ; total, $193,000. 

The Chinese arsenal at Foockow is fast progressing, The

houses for Europeans, two small schools and one ship slip are 

already completed, the ground (before rice fields inundated at 
high water) is very nearly filled in, and the foundations of the 
workshops are completed. This last was an extensive opers- 
tion. The ground had to be filled in all round five feet high, 
and the foundations of the buildings had to be secured by 
enormous piles and a thick layer of ballast. The arsenal wag 
officially inaugurated on the 18th January last, when the keel 
of a steamer was put on the blocks and the foundation stone 
of the workshops was laid, the Imperial Commissioner deputed 
by the Peking Government to take the general direction of 
the Arsenal presiding at the ceremony, and the native autho- 
rities doing their best to make the proceedings imposing. 
Troops and gunboats were posted around with the usual firing 
off of muskets and guns, accompanied by gongs and crackers. 

The Commissioner so far conformed to European customs as tq 
himself lay a piece of the keel, and he gave the ship the name 
of the “ Wan-nien-Tsing” (the ten thousand years’ Tsing dy- 
nasty). He then visited the machines which have lately arrived, 
and they were set in motion for his inspection. Afterwards he 
laid the foundation stone. The Chinese mandarins have great 
confidence in the success of the undertaking, and oo-operate 
heartily with the Europeans, The schools, which each number 
thirty pupils, have already given satisfactory evidence of pro- 


gress, 

Bishop Williams, LL.D., and the Rev. Mr. Nelson, of the 
American Church, Shanghai, arrived at this port by the last 
steamer. As the gentlemen are connected with the American 
Protestant Episcopal Church, they may be supposed to meditate 
the establishment of a Mission at this port. Such a step we 
should hail with the greatest pleasure, as representing the 
activity of American Missions in the East, now happily beoome 
a matter of history. 

The United States Consul at Foochow is said to have re- 
ceived a communication from Peking that the export duty on 
teas costing 15 teels per picul and under has been reduced by 
one-half, but the British Consul and the Customs’ authorities . 
are without advices on the subject. 


SHANGHAI. 

Dates from this port are to the 20th February. The out- 
ward mail of December 26 was received on the 8th February, 
with London telegrams to January 13. The following items 
are from the Worth China Herald ;— 

The balance of the working plant of the Shanghai Wharf 
Company has been sold by auction for 1,000 taelsa. The Go- 
vernment has entered on possession of the premises. A plot 
of land with buildings, situate below the old dock, has been sold 
at auction for 3,100 taels The Shanghai Rifle Club has 
arranged a return match with the Hong Kong Club, and also a 
small-bore match. 

It is stated upon native authority that the Chinese Govern- 
ment intend granting permission to foreigners to work the coal- 
mines in the Si-Shan near to Pcking, A rumour somewhat to 
this effect has long been current ; but it is impossible to say . 
anything with certainty as to the likelihood of its being true. 

In consequence of the political changes in Japan, H.M.S, 
Pearl has been ordered hence to Nagasaki to watch over foreiga 
interests at that port. She has been unable, as yet, to get over 
the Bar at Woosung, and will have to wait three or four days 
for higher tides. : 

The Chinese Government is now inviting a loan of one mil- 
lion Taels, to be guaranteed on the Custom’s Revenue, On 
this the Jerald remarks : “ Whatever may have been the dia- 
advantages of the exclusive policy which China has for so many 
centuries pursucd, it has at Jeast landed her in the nineteenth 
century free from a national debt. Having abstained altogether 
from foreign intercourse, the Chinese have not incurred the, ex- 
pense of foreign wars, It is curious that they are breaking 
through their previous rule in both respects at once. They 
have just appointed an embassy to Western Courts, and ere 
now inviting a loan guaranteed on the Customs Revenue. It is 
to be regretted that they have not entered on this path under 
happier auspices. Had the first loan been raised to provide 
funds for constructing a railway, for the repair of roads or 
canals, or some other great public work, the augury would have 
been a happy one. But the Tis, 1,000,000 which they desire 
to borrow is, we believe, destined to meet the expenses of civil 
war—if by that name may be dignified the diverse struggles be- 
tween Imperialist and Insurgent troops, which are constantly 
occurring in different parts of the empire. The present loan is 
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raised under an Imperial edict, directing Tsoikung-pao to raise 
a loan of Tis. 1,000,000 and has, we hear, been taken up by 
the local foreign banks. The scrip will bear the seals of the 
Governor of the Province and of the Superintendent of Cus- 
toms, and will be registered at the Customs office by the Com- 
missioner. The details of repayment and of interest will be ar- 
ranged by Hoo, the officer who has been deputed to negotiate 
the loan.” 

The Recorder relates av accident of a serious nature which 
occurred in consequence of the ocean steamer Ajax coming in 
collision with the Str Jamsetjee Family. The latter vessel was 
moored alongside of the wharf commonly known as Hunt's 
wharf, and the former in getting under woigh with a strong 
flood tide running was caught in the chow-chow water between 
Pootung point and H. M.’s Consulate, and althougn well over 
on the Pootung side was carried across the river, and before her 
way could be stopped she ran against and crushed four ballast 
boats which were lashed alongside the Sir Jamsctjee Family. 
The damage done to the vessel was the main yard and the 
main double topsail yards carried away in the slings and the 
bulwarks slightly damaged ; the only damage to the steamer was 
that the fore topgallant mast was carried away. Had the 
ballast boats, which were full of shingle, and well down in the 
water, not been between the steamer and the ship, the damage 
would have been very great ; as it is several Chinese who were 
in the boats, were drowned. To show the strength of the 
current and chow-chow water, we are informed that the Acorn, 
hospital ship for men-of-war, while being towed from her berth 
to the New Naval Store Yard Wharf, turned completely round 
just a short time before the accident above recorded occurred, 
and about the same place. The agents of the Ajax have, we 
hear, agreed to pay the whole of the damage done to the vessel 
and ballast boats. 

The wreck of the steamer Viphon has been sold in Amoy for 
$5,000. She broke up almost immediately, and litile or nothing 
of value has been saved. She was wrecked on a point marked 
on the chart, House-hill, about twenty miles south of Amoy. 
Fortunately the reef was flat at the spot, and she ran some dis- 
tance on it ; had she struck anywhere else in the vicinity, the 
danger of loss of life would have been much greater. 

The steamer Lzpress has, we hear, been purchased by the 
Shanghai Steam Navigation Co., who will command the Ningpo 
trade, at any rate {until Captain Satchelder’s steamer, now 
building at Tun-ka-doo, is ready for service. A new steamer 
for Messrs. Russell and Co., named the Warrior, somewhat 
similar in build, as we are informed, to the Kiangee, was by, the 
last mail’s advices, at Mauritius, en route to China. 

News has been received by the last mail to the effect that 
the master of the Bremen bark Siam, who some time ago was 
tried for barratry, had his papers taken away, and was ordered 
to proceed home, has delivered himself up to his authorities in 
Bremen. 

A meeting of Shareholders in the Racket Club was held on 
the 17th February, when it was resolved to raise Tls. 3,500 by 
debentures, to meet the debt; and to raise the charges for 
“ bar, and ball accounts,” from dollar cents to tael cents, as a 
temporary increase to the revenue. Messrs. Cann, Robinson, 
Daly, W. Kidner, Hearn, MacDonell, Houstoun, Porter, and 
Brand, were elected a Committee for the ensuing year, 

Theatrical matters have been exciting some discussion lately; 
first in the shape of criticism on the de Solla Concert and Bur- 
lesque troupe now performing in Shanghai, secondly on an ac- 
count of an exclusive regulation lately enforced by the Amateur 
Dramatic Corps, which has been characterised as puritanical 
and absurd. 

The Salle de Concerts at the French Municipal Hall has been 
formally opened. This fine hall, like other conceptions of pros- 
perous days, is suggestive rather of past extravagance than of 
present utility. Its decorations and furniture are exceedingly 
handsome and rich, and it is admirably lighted. 

We were misinformed, it appears, in regard to Mr. H. A. Hol- 
combe, whose death, it was feared, occurred by drowning after 
leaving the ship Eri King in the Wongpoo last month. Mr. 
Holcombe, it turns out, did not leave the Eri King at all till 
she got to Hong Kong, and then not until after a day’s stay on 
board, when he landed and took passage in a vessel bound to 
Manila. That port he reached before the steamer Filipina left, 
and, under the name of Middleton, engaged a passage in a Nor- 
wegian vessel bound to Falmouth for orders. Whether he has 
since left for that place is not known in China, though it is 
thought most likely not—South America being the destination 


struck for it is conjectured. Why Mr. Holcombe has so 
mysteriously enveloped his movements no one can divine. 
Messrs. Fogg and Co., in whose firm he was a partner, say hoe 
had no reason. 

The Tientsin trade is already beginning to show signs of 
renewed vitality, the steamer Yuen-tez-fet being circulated for 
quick despatch. The prospect of freight must, we should 
imagine, be good, as we hear that, in addition to their regular 
‘liners, Nanzing and Yuen-tez-fei, Messrs. Trautmann and Co.. 
have chartered the China and Feeloong. The Filipino, rece 
arrived from Manila and Amoy, will also try her fortune at the 
northern ports. The Manchu, to leave here for Canton on 
Sunday morning (16th), will there load for Tientsin direct, and 
it is reported that the Aiangse will be taken off the Ningpo and 
placed on the northern line also. 

Ningpo is decidedly awakening and struggling back to life. 
We mentioned a short time ago that a Masonic Lodge was about 
to be opened there, and now we hear that the residents intend 
to get up a Gymnasiun, a Fives Court, and a Reading Club, A 
correspondent writes to ask why the port has been overlooked in 
the matter of harbour-masters. The shipping, he says, is ina 
flourishing state and likely to continue so; the gentleman who 
has for some time combined the duties of harbour-master with 
others in the Customs’ service should now be appointed to the 
distinct post. 



























HONG KONG. 

From this port our advices are to the 26th February. On 
the 15th Feb. the P.M.S.S. China arrived, having left San Fran- 
cisco on the 13th January. The latest English mail was that 
of January 10, conveying Jondon telegrams to Jan. 25, de- 
livered in Hong Kong on the 22nd Feb. The French mail was 
a& usual delayed at Hong Kong, awaiting the arrival of the 
boat from Shanghai. The following items are from the China 
Hail :— 

Chief Justice Smale gave his decision in re Dent and Co. ex 
parte Hong Kong Bank, against the latter, and refused to annul 
the bankruptcy. Similgr decision given in re'Agra and Master- 
man’s Bank. We are unable to give the decisions of the Chief 
Justice in extenso, 28 they are so lengthy that the two combined 
would fill about five pages of our paper. 

The Naval Court of Inquiry has acquitted Captain Peake, 
late of the steamer Viphon, of all blame regarding the loss of 
the vessel off Amoy, commended the officers generally, and 
Lieut, Anson, R.N., a passenger, particularly. 

We are informed that several of the Macao officials have 
been suspended from office by order of the Home Government. 
Their names are, J. R. Gonsalves, Ist interpreter, who signed 
the contracts of the Annamites, declaring them to be Chinese ; 
F. H. Azevedo, the superintendent of the barracoons, and who 
examined the Annamites before signing the contract ; and the 
Procurador, before whom the contracts were signed by thou- 
sands of the poor Annamites. But the three Portuguese con- 
victed of piracy and murder of the Annamites are still at large 
(on bail of $500 each!). A commission of inquiry was ap- 
pointed by the Portuguese Home Government, composed of the 
Viscount do Cercal, F. A. Pereira da Silva, F. A. Fernandes 
(both lawyers) ; C. Iu. Souza, merchant, and D. C. Pacheco, 
merchant. With the exception of one of these gentlemen, who 
may be influenced by the manstealers, the others are good 
and independent men. When the commission begins the 
inquiry, there is little doubt that all the chuchaeiros implicated 
in the robbery of the Annamites will abscond. The Portuguese 
Government are much pressed by the English Government, 

A curious circumstance has, it is reported, confirmed the 
belief of the Cantonese in the lately removed Governor of 
Kwantung as the only official able to control the turbulent 
spirits of the province. On the night of the 20th inst., only 
six or eight hours after the boat conveying the energetic Tsiang 
Yi-li had left the landing place at which his final embarkation 
took place, an organised attack was made on a pawnshop within 
the eastern gate of the city by some seventy or eighty armed 
robbers, who succeeded in looting the building, and who es- 
scaped with their booty, after wounding some half dozen of the 
troops hurriedly brought out against them. This is the first 
disturbance of the kind at Canton for many months, and was 
doubtless planned for the purpose of taking advantage of the 
bustle consequent on the Governor's departure. 

At the Hong Kong races the features of the meeting were 
Exeter’s defeat (in the Challenge) by Birmingham, and, in 
turn, the triumph of the former over the latter in the Shanghai 
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Cat. Owner of Exeter claims a foul in the Challenge, and 
refers home to the Jockey Club. 

The Colonial Surgeon’s Report on the mortality of 1867 shows 
the very low death-rate of 2.60 per cent. and a remarkably 
good bill of health generally. 

The following vessels had arrived from home during the 
fortnight :—Arab, Sunrise (str.), Fiery Cross, Serica, Undine, 
Belted Will, and Deerfoot. 

The Cathedral organ having been rebuilt was formally opened 
on the 23rd February, 

We hear that Mr. Pope Henessy, Governor of Labuan, has 
married Miss Low, daughter of the Treasurer of that settle- 
ment. 

The Rev. W. R. Beach, Colonial Chaplin, has been appointed 
Chaplain to H. E. the Governor. 

The anvual general meeting of shareholders of the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bauking Corporation was held on the 14th 
February—G. J. Helland, Esq., in the chair. Present at direc- 
tors’ table : Messrs. Foster, Sassoon, Menke, Taylor, Lemann, 
and Pyke ; Messrs, Kressor, Whyte and Hazeland. 


The Chairman read the annual report, (which will be found elsewhere) 
adding that Mr. James P. Duncanson had been added to the list of direc- 
tors. The Chairman moved, and Mr. J. Lapraik seconded, the adoption 
of the report; which was unanimously approved. —Messrs. Foster and 
Menke were next [rors for re-election; which proposition, having 
been seconded by Mr. Pyke, was unanimously carried by the meeting.— 
Messrs. Ryrie and Hunter were again appointed auditors for the year. 

Mr. Deacon asked for information regarding the transfer of shares in 
the London market, as he heard rumours that the original intentions of 
the directors were not to be carried out. 

The Chairman replied that it was of course necessary to get shares 
placed in London before they could obtain a position in the London ex- 
change. Instructions had been sent to London to the effect, that shares 
would be re-transferred at the request of any one who chose to do so. 

After a pause, Dr. Murray said he had been waiting for some one 
better able to speak, to rise and propose a vote of thanks to the board of 
directors. He thought it was only due to the board who had given them 
so good an outturn; and he hoped they would join him in proposing a 
vote of thanks to them—coupled with the names of the two principal 
managers. 

This motion, having been duly seconded, was unanimously carried. 

Mr. Hellaod replied, to the effect that they would continue to give 
their best exertions to the interests of the Corporation. The dividend 
would be ready on Monday first. 


At a private conference on the 24th Feb. of members of the 
Executive Council, bank managers and others, the advisability 
of continuing the operations of the Hong Kong Mint was dis- 
cussed, in consequence of the receipt of a telegram from the 

_Colonial-office intimating that the expense would in futuro fall 
upon the colony. No arrangement could be come to, as the 
. lowness of exchange held out no hopes of successful working, 
while a reluctance was expressed to abandon an enterprise 
‘upon which so much had been expended. A large order was 
given by one of the banks, which would employ the Mint for 
two months longer; and his Excellency said that, should no 
arrangement be made by that time, the Mint would be stopped. 


The following is a statement of what took place :— 


His Excellency the Governor summoned a meeting of the Executive 
Council to consider the action necessary to take in consequence of the re- 
ceipt of a telegram by last mail from his Grace the Duke of Buckingham. 

telegram was dated the 30th of January, and informed his Excellency 
that the mail then leaving would convey to him authority to close the 
Mint, unless the Council and community objected, and were prepared to 
assume the expenses. As the subject involved a reference tu the wishes 
of the community, his Excellency felt it desirable that the Executive 
Council, as soon as formed, should be aided by the opinions and advice of 
others in a position to speak for the mercantile classes and the general 
community. Accordingly, when the minutes of the Executive Council 
bad been read, the following gentlemen, who attended at his Excellency's 
request at 11 a.m., were admitted,—The Hon. P. Ryrie, the Hon. W. 
eswick, representing all the unofficial element of the Legislative Council, 
in the absence of Mr. Parry, who though only locum tenens for Mr. Gibb, 
soon expected to return, had left the colony without sanction, and without 
resigning his place, s0 as to enable his Excellency to complete the already 
limited representation of the community. The Hon. W. Alexander was 
also present, ss representing the financial interests of the Colonial Trea- 
sary, and Deputy Commissary-General Uniacke those of Her Majesty's 
Treasury, whilst the managers of the five existing banks were also invited 
to attend, and were all present. 

His Excellency then informed the meeting of his receipt of the telegram 
mentioned from the Secretary of State, and explained as above the reasons 
which induced him to invite the gentlemen present to assist the Executive 
Council with their opinions. As the question of the colony’s financial 
Position was one very material in considering the expediency of the com- 
munity’s undertaking the annual cost ($60,000 per annum) of meeting the 
Present establishment of the Mint on its existing reduced scale, a scale which 
at full work would rise to $100,600, 10 enable it to coin upwards of 13.000,000 
of dollars required to pay its expenses at the present rates of seigniorage, 
viz., ] percent., he gave a brief approximate summary of the existing 
financial position of tke treasury. At this moment there was a large 
amount of coins there. From that amount, however, there were large

$276,000 
which would leave a really available balance of only $81,000, a balance 
resulting chiefly from the stoppage of various public works, whose resump- 
tion when possible was desirable. Out of that balance the salaries and 
general expenses of the Government would have to be defrayed early 
next month, which, without including public expenditure, would amount 
to $35,000, leaving only little more than $50,000 to meet the expenses of 
the colony. Those liabilities, if the frepairs and reconstructions of the 
Praya, estimated at $178,000, were to be defrayed by the public, and if 
six quarters of the Military Contribution, due next month, were alto to 
be paid, amounting to about $165,000, would reach the large sum of 
$343,000 ‘to be met with the $50,000 in hand and the incoming 
revenue, already liable to the general expenses of Government. His 
Excellency further entered into explanations as to the reason for 
regarding the amount of $54000 in subsidiary coins as unavailable for 
general purposes, because, whilst great ditficulty had been experienced in 
getting rid of even the small silver coinage, there were actually now 
$34,000 in copper in the Treasury, which, as they knew, were at a discount 
of about 45 per cent., and wholly useless. He had also put down all 
moneyfreceived from the licensed gambling-houses as unavailable, because 
he had reason to hope it would not be applied to any imperial or colonial 
purpose, a result which would be personally most gratifying to himself, as 
freeing an important measure of police from the embarrassment entailed 
by the revenue accidentally resulting therefrom. So long as he had no 
sanction for declaring it unavailable he was necessarily bound to regard it 
as part of the revenue, which he was bound to dispose of in some 
way, but if, as he now expected, he might yet be permitted to 
treat it as unavailable, he would be at once freed from a great difficulty, 
and a very invidious responsibility. Therefore, gentlemen present would 
do well not to regard any part of that revenue as a help. They should 
treat it as it was treated in the Treasurer's weekly returns, viz., as equally 
unavailable as the judicial deposits. With this information, to which 
they were entitled, they could better form an opinion of the ability of the 
colony to continue at its own expense the experiment of the Mint. The 
general questions affecting the latter's prospective success were no doubt 
understood well by the gentlemen present, and it was impossible to put 
before them at once all the voluminous correspondence on the subject 
which had passed since the report transmitted by him in December, 
1866, from the Commission appointed to inquire into its prospects, a 
Teport submitted at the time to the principal bankers, and though 


unfavourable to the Mint, generally endorsed by them all. He might 
approximately sum up the money account of the Colony with the 
Mint, by stating that it had now cost $500,000, and had produced 


a return of $20,000. His Excellency lastly gave some interesting details 
of the ineffectual efforts which he had made to introduce a tael currency 
into China, and to obtain employment from the Chinese and Japanese 
Governments for the Mint, as also of the result of communications with 
Her Majesty's Minister at Peking, and the decided hostility of the Chi- 
nese authorities to any alteration of their present system of taking silver by 
weight and touch. He then proceeded to ask the unofficial members of 
Council, what they thought would be the feeling of the community as to 
undertaking the expense of the Mint. 

The Honourable P. Ryrie declared it to be against the feeling and in- 
terest of the colony to do so. 

The Honourable W. Keswick stated that individually he should much 
like a longer trial given to an experiment of such importance, but he did 
not think in a mere pecuniary point of view the community would be 
willing to undertake the expenses, or that the Mint could soun be rendered 
a@ paying concern. 

On the part of Her Majesty's Treasury, Deputy Commissary-General 
Uniacke said the Mint had been found perfectly useless, as producing any 
saving or profit. 

His Excellency then said it was important to know whether bankers 
could produce any reasonable ground for continuing the expenditure of 
the Mint. Of all the community they had the greatest interest in sup- 

rting it, for unquestionably its maintenance by the public afforded them 
in the course of the year many opportunities of making profit by turning, 
at small expense chopped dollars and old silver, bought at a discount, into 
good coin. At the same time, it was the duty of the Government not to 
consider the interests of any class, but of the public at large. 

Mr. Jackson regarded it simply as a matter of exchange, which had been 
80 low during the past year that the bankers could not Pomibly throw any 
business into the Mint. But if exchange went up there would be plenty 
of work for it. 

Mr. Delbanco suggested that each of the banks should contribute, an- 
nually, $3,000 to the maintenance of the Mint, taking their chance of 
their making profitable use of it. , 

Mr. Kaye agreed with Mr. Jackson. It was the exchange on India, 
and not on England, which affected the question. [t was always cheaper 
to circulate Mexican dollars, and it must not: be forgotten that bar silver 
acted as accurrency. He considered it expedient for the colony that the 
Mint should be closed. 

Mr. Kresser, seeing that there was no chance of exchange ruling higher, 
for some time to come, no work was likely to be given to the Mint. 

Mr. Berwick saw no prospect of the Mint paying. 

Mr. Jackson stated thatas a banker he would be glad that the Mint 
should continue open, but as a colosist he would say decidedly that the 
Mint ought to be closed. ; 

His Excellency thought Mr. Jackson had fittingly, yet completely, ex- 
pressed the true bearings of the question in that last observation. 

Several gentlemen present then pointed out that they were somewhat 
unprepared for giving an opinion on the question, when it was put s0 
plainly as, should the Mint be closed or not ? 

His Excellency, however, said that the matter had been under full con- 
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sideration for at least a year and a half; still, before taking any definite 
action, he would further consult with the Executive Council, as it was a 
very unpleasant duty to close an undertaking and admit the failure of a 
speculation from which so much had been expected. If the bankers 
would agree to take over the whole establishment, the Government would 
consider a proposal to that effect. 

That offer, however, did not appear to meet the views of those present, 
and 

Mr. Kaye said it could not be aceepted, except in the case of the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank, without reference to their principals in Europe. 

We learn further that when the gentlemen not belonging to the Execu- 
tive Council had withdrawn, his Excellency, with the advice of the 
Council, accepted an offer of two bankers to coin $500,000 and $200,000, 
ia subsidiary coins, an operation which would probably oecupy two months, 
as computed by the Master of the Mint, and thus afford to every one con- 
cerned ample time to express their opinions, it being the present intention 
of the Government to break up the establishment at the end of that period 
if no reasonable ground for adopting a contrary course should then appear. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS,

SINGAPORE. 

Dates hence are to the 4th March. The Messageries Impe- 
tiales steamer Hooghly, with the Marseilles mail of January 
19th arrived on the 21st, and the P. and O. steamer Behar, with 
the London mails of January 26th, on the 2nd February. 

The following summary of news is from the Straits Times 
Overland Journal :— 

Nothing of much interest has occurred to vary the mono- 
tony of life in the Straits. Perhaps we may except Penang, in 
which the community have been much occupied with a trial of 
some importance lasting over nine days. The serious riots of 
August last year will be fresh in the memory of most of our 
readers. Some evidence against the leaders or headmen of the 
Toh-Peh-Kong Kongsi (Secret Society or Clan) was furnished 
to the authorities, partly, as we understand, by the incau- 
tious utterances of the men themselves, but mainly by 
the revelations of two informers belonging to the other Kongsi, 
the Ghee Hin. They were arraigned, and on the 2let Feb. 
found guilty of aiding and abetting murder. The gencral im- 
pression among the public seems to have been that the evidence 
was not only very unreliable but insufficient, and the verdict 
of the jury took everybody by surprise. Apprehensions of dis- 
turbances in consequence of the verdict were at first entertained, 
but they seem to have been groundless. The men, four in 
number, who are highly respectable and influential, were sen- 
tenced to be hung?on the 16th of March, and this will be done, 
except his Excellency Sir Harry Ord intervenes by an act of 
grace. 

The gunpowder magazine question has occupied a good deal 
of public attention during the fortnight. A public meeting 
was held in the Exchange on the 26th Feb., with a view to 
elicit an expression of opinion from those interested as to 

“whether a Government magazine or a private one would be 
preferable. A resolution in favour of private magazines under 
Government license and inspection was unanimously passed. 
The owners of the lost powder hulk, on their own responsibility 
and at their own cost, have had Malay divers at work on the 
sunken wreck, and about 2,000 packages have been salved. 
The powder is all thoroughly saturated with salt water, but 
nevertheless can still be used by the Chinese to make crackers, 
&c. The whole is advertised for sale by public auction for 
behoof of the concerned. 

The Tamar steam transport arrived in harbour on the 
29th ultimo, with a portion of the 10th Regiment on board for 
Japan, aod one officer aud fifty men of Captain Sterling’s 
Battery of Royul Artillery for this place. 

The Alaggie Leslie got away from Batavia on the 9th instant, 
having sailed on that day for London. A guard of Marines 
had been placed on board, but after remaining one day they 
were withdrawn, and the ship set free. About £13,000 were 
taken up on bottomry, we suppose to defray salvage and ex- 
penses. 

We learn with pleasure that Government have placed the 
services of the Petho at tke disposal of the community of Pe- 
nang, for the purpose of conveying their homeward mails (en 
route to England) to this port, ounce a month. The Penang 
merchants, therefore, will have to make other arrangements for 
the conveyance here of their bi-monthly mail.

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


YoronamMa.—It was generally expected that after the holidays bad 
passed business would be resumed in a more active form than for some time 
past; but this had been quite dissipated by the announcement of civil war 
in the South, and the market has continued dull and almost void of busi- 
ness of any kind. While uncertainty exists as to what results may follow 
the hostilities in the South, it is impossible to look for any change for the 
better, and the future course of events will be watched with the utmost ia- 
terest. Ifa change of government could be peaceably effected no doubt 
confidence amongst natives would be restored. Blankets had been much 
sought after, and had risen greatly in value ; but purchases generally had 
heen confined to a few articles for local use, sad deliveries were on the 
smallest possible scale. Quotations generally were without much change, 
but the tendency appears to be to lower prices. 

Suancuat.—During the interval between the departure of the mails, 
business had recovered from the previous depression, and transactions to 
fair extent had been entered into. Grey Shirtings: The market for these 
goods had slightly hardened, owing to a Chinese speculator having ope- 
rated to a small extent. The demand among the Chinese, dealers gene- 
rally remained very limited. For 7 lbs. T-Cloths there had been less 
inquiry, but considerable sales of 8 Ibs. 36 in. Cloth were reported. 
White Shirtings: Sales to a small extent at last prices. Woollens: Cam- 
lets were a shade firmer. Other kinds very quiet. Metals: Nail Rod 
Iron: A slight decline was again noticeable ; the Chinese having supplied 
their immediate wants, were unwilling to operate further, as they antici- 
pated lower rates. Nail Rod were quoted at taels 2.20 to 2.95 per picul. 
Hoop and Flat and Round no change. Lead: In good demand, and 
firm at quotations. Coals: Nothing doing; supplies were ample, 
and quotations nominal; arrivals however had been very moderate. 
Quotations were: — Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs., taels 1.8.6 to 1.9.1 
per picul; 8} to 8h lbs., 2.1.5 to 2.2 per picul; 9 to 9} lbs., 2.3 to 
2.7.5 per picul. hite Shirtings: 56 Reed, 2.1 to 2.1.5 per picul; 
60 do., 2.2.5 to 2.3 per picul; 64 do., 2.38.5 to 2.4 per picul; 66 do., 
2.4.5 to 2.6.5 per pieul. T-Cloths: 6 to 7 Ibs.,1.5 to 1.9.5 per picul; 
8 to 84 Ibs, 2.2 to 2.6 per picul. Camlets, English: 8. 56 yards, 
12.7.5 to 18.2.5 per picul; S.8., 125 to 18 per picul; S.8.S, 10.5 to 
11 per picul. 

Hankow.—The market had not fairly opened, local dealers having been 
nearly the only operators. The country traders had been delayed in their 
return by the wet weather, and to this the prolonged inactivity was at- 
tributable. The inquiry had been chiefly confined to Plain Cottons and 
Woollens, and prices were fairly supported. Quotations: Grey Shirtings, 
7 to 7} Ibs., taels 2.1.5 to 2.1.6; 84 to 8} lbs., 2.3 to 2.3.2; 9 to 10 Ibs, 
2.4.5to 3.1.5; White Shirtings, 56 to 56 reed, 2.2 to 23.5; 64 to 
66 reed, 2.4 to 2.48; 68to 72 reed, 2.5 to 27; T-Cloths, 6 to 6} 
Ibs. 32 inches wide, 1.35to 1.5; 7 to 7h lbs. 82 do., 2 to2.1; 8 to 
8} Ibs. 36 do., 2.2.5 to 2.6.5. 

Kiuxianc anp FoocHow.—There had been little or no business 
since the departure of the previous mail. 

Cantoy.— Moderate settlements were reported in Lead at an advance 
of 15 cents per picul for common, and 94 cents for W.B. Nail Rod Iron 
had declined about 15 cents per picul. Quicksilver was rather lower, e 
small sale being reported at $72 to 73 per picul. Quotations :—Lead 
$7.60 to 8.75; Quicksilver, $72 to 73. 

Hone Kona.—Cotton Yarn: Transactions had again ‘been on a mode- 
rate scale, and to effect even the small sales reported, importers had been 
obliged to make material concessions. Stocks were large—some 10000 
bales—and further considerable quantities, laying down at low cost, were 
expected to arrive. Piece Goods: Large additions had been made to 
stock, rendering holders still more anxious to realise ; and dealers, con- 
tinuing to buy only for immediate wants, had succeeded in forcing prices

of staple Manchester goods down about 10 cents per piece. Drills, both 
_ American and English, continued in some request at about last quotations 
for shipment to Tientsin, and stocks of the former were exhausted. 
There was no inquiry for American Jeans or Sheetings, and our 
Dominal quotations are under the views of the bolder of the unly 
small parcels on the market. Woollens: Further receipts had again 
depressed the market, and we note e decline in prices of Long Ells, 
Lastings, and Camlets. Spanish Stripes were nominally unchanged. 
Blankets in request at last quotations. The stock of Camlets was 
estimated at 10,000 pieces, and that of Lastings at 3 to 4,000. 
Metals: Irons were in limited request, buyers being unwilling to continue 
purchases at former high values, and all descriptions were lower. Lead 
_Was firm, and still inquired for by foreigners. Tin wanted and dearer. 
Tin Plates without material change. Quicksilver lower by 50 cents. per 
picul. Coal: Arrivals amounted to about 1,200 tons Welsh, and 1,850 
of Sydney—all to consumers. Sales from previous cargoes 120 tons 
Sydney at $12, and 700 ditto Welsh at $13.55 per ton, the latter some- 
what under quotations, which. however. show a decline of about $1 per 
ton in values of English and Welsh. The quotations at the departure of 
the mail ruled as follows:—Cotton Yarn: No. 16 to 24, $112.50 to 120 
paral: No. 28 to 82, $130 to 185; No. 38 to 42, $140 to 145.

CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 
TEA. 

YoxonamMa.—A very irregular market for tea bas to be reported for 
the fortnight, owing both to the political state of the country and to the very 
small stock on the market. Prices had ruled very widely, as much as $2 to 
3 per picul difference between two different houses. The settlements were 
estimated at 1,000 piculs. Quotations given below are quite nominal :— 
Common to good, $20 to 22 per picul; medium, $23 to 26; good medium 
to fine, $28 to 36; fine, $31 to 33; finest. $34 to 36. 

SuancHat.—Black : The amount of business transacted sinee the de- 
parture of the last mail is very small, owing to the firmness of holders and 
the general unwillingness of people to operate in such descriptions as were 
left at the prices demanded by holders. The low rate of exchange had 
not been sufficient to tempt transactions. The stock was rather increased, 
but there were no very desirable additions to it. Settleme:ts for the 
fortnight, 904 chests; reshipments on owners’ account, nil; stock, 49 
chops, or 18,290 packages. Quotations, duty paid, exchange for credits, 
at 6s. 10d. ee tael, and freight at £3 per ton; Oonam, common to fair, 
1s. Ofd. to Is. 1d. ; Ningchow, common to fair, nominal; Oopack, fair 
to good, do. Green: A small demand had existed, and business had 
been transacted at prices slightly under the rates previously demanded by 
holders, but not below those actually given during the early portion of 
January, at which time there were several buyers in the market. Moyune 
tea bad been bought at 39} tavls to 444, and the fine lines of a chop of 
Pingsuey at 43 taela. The stock remaining was very small, and little more 
had yet to arrive to complete the season's yield. There was only one 
vessel on the berth for New York requiring cargo. Settlements for the 
fortnight, 3,630 half-chests; reshipments on owners’ account, nil; stock, 
18 chops, or 8,600 packages. 

Kiuxitanc.—Black Teas: About 1,900 packages had arrived from the 
country, and of these 800 packages Hohow of common quality had been 
bought at 12 taels per picul, the remainder having been forwarded to Shan- 
ghai for sale. Quotations were:—Ningchows: Nominal. Hohows; 
Common, 12 taels. Green Teas: One chop of common Moyune had 
been taken at 26) taels; this was the only settlement, and the market was 
bare of stock . 

Foocnow.— About 3,000 packages Tea, intended for shipment to Aus- 
tralia, had been destroyed by fire, and almost the whole of the settlements 
had been made to replace them. Only 350 chests Congou had arrived 
from the country, and the amount to be received would not exceed 1,500 
chests. It was reported that the Eleanor would have to sail with her 
Amoy cargo only (5,953 packages Oolong and 924 Congou), and that she 
would probably go to Singapore to fillup there. A few chops of Oolong 
had been taken for England. Some 1,200 half-chests intended for 
America had been shut out from the Lansdowne and Shakespeare, and 
would go forward via Hong Kong. 

Amoy.—There had been no transactions during the fortnight, and the 
season was virtually at an end, though the stock remaining—say 1,600 
packages, may be taken for shipment to America via Hong Kong. The 
Surprise bad sailed for New York with 794,080 lbs. Oolongs, and about 
5,000 packages had been forwarded to Hong Kong. The direct export to 
America for the season amounts to 5,963,981 Nes. of all kinds, against 
5,293,339 Ibn. last year. 

Yokouama.—Settlements for the fortnight were estimated at 500 
bales. Prices remained unchanged except for really good Mybash and 
Oshiu sorts; forthe former $950 per picul had been paid, and for the 
latter $870 per picul. It was not expected, however, that these rates 
can be maintained. The unsold stock was about 700 bales. A large 
portion of it, however, was in foreign godowns under advance, Quota- 
tions were as follows:—Mybash and Sinchu: Extra, $935 to 960 per 
picul ; do. best, $850 to 900; do. medium, $775 to 825; do. inferior, 
$700 to 750. Oshio: Extras, $850 to 870; do. best, $725 to 775; do. 
mediam, $650 to 700; do. inferior, $600 to 630. Koshiu: Beat, $700 
to 750; do. medium, $650 to 680 do. inferior, $600 to 630. Sodai : 
pest, $710 to 760 ; do medium, $650 to 700. 

SHANGHAI.—Mr. Holdsworth’s circular is as follows:—“ Early in the 
fortnight but little husiness was transacted, owing, no doubt, to the low 
descriptions of Silk offered; subsequently, however, the Chinamen became 
anxious sellers, and transactions were made to a moderate extent only, 
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chiefly in barter for Shirtings; but the very low rate of exchange has 
induced several firms to purchase Silk as remittances, and the settlements 
for this mail are estimated at about 900 bales. Prices have again been 
very irregular; good Classic Silks are very scarce, and maintain former 
quotations, but for the lower grades a decline of Tis. 15 to 30 per pical 
has been established, and the market closes weak at the quota- 
tions given below. The arrivals from the interior having been less 
than the settlements, the unsold stock is reduced to 800 to 1,000 
bales, chiefly composed of common and undesirable parcels.” The 
quotations (all charges paid to England at exchange 5s. 10d. per 
tael) were ruling as follows :—Tsatlee, chop No. 3, 28s. 8d. to 29s. 2d. 
per lb. Market, No. 8 and 34, 25s. 6d. to 278.; No. 4, 238, to 24s. 6d. ; 
No. 5 and common, 20s. 1d. to 22d. Karshing Taysaam: Chop No. 1, 
28s. 6d. to 248. 6d.; No. 2, 21s. 6d. to 228. 3d.; No. 3, 20s. 1d. to 21s. 
Chin Cum Taysaam: Nos. 4, 5, and common, 18s. 1d. to 19s. 7d.; No. 2, 
19s. 7d. to 208. 6d ; No. 8, 188. 10d. to 198. 7d. Yuenfa and Hainings: 
No. 1, 24s. 6d. to 25s.; No. 2, 288. to 248; No. 8, 21s. 6d. to 22s, 6d. ; 
No. 4 and common, 19s. 1d. to 20s. 6d. Hangchow Tsatlee, 20s. 1d. to 
21s. 6d. Throwns, 25s. 11d. to 27s. 

CantTon.—Transactions in this article had been extremely limited, 
holders demanding prices fully $15 to 20 per picul in advance of those 
ruling at date of our last advices. Stocks of desirable silk were small, and 
could find a market among the native buyers, who have of late been pur- 
chasing at high prices. In Re-reeled Cumchook nothing whatever had 
been done, as values are $25 to 30 above prices offered. Only one small 
lot of fair quality Tsatlee had been taken. Unless prices materially de- 
eline we see no prospect of any increase in the demand.

COLONIAL GOVERNMENTS AND MILITARY 
CONTRIBUTIONS, 

Waar are “Representative Institutions?” A little while 
ago we should without hesitation have replied to this question, 
“The chief element in a Representative Government is a legis- 
“lative body elected by the suffrages—either universal, or 
“restricted by certain qualifications,—of a free population.” 
But Mr. Appertey, the ingenious Under-Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, has changed all that. The colonists of Ceylon, 
aggravated almost beyond endurance by the constant and vexa- 
tious interference of the Home Government in their affairs, peti- 
tion Parliament for such a modification in the form of their Go- 
vernment as would make the official and non-official members of 
the Legislative Council equal in number. To this Mr. ADDERLEY 
replies, “ You must rest content with what you have got ; you 
“are an Asiatic colony, and therefore unfit for representa- 
“tive institutions ;” an answer which must render it clear 
to the meanest comprehension, that a legislative body whose 
members are all nominated by the Crown constitutes a repre- 
sentative Government, unless its official members outnumber 
their non-official colleagues! We are always glad when we are 
enabled to tell our readers something they didn’t know 
before. This strikingly original fact is quite at their service. 
We know it’s true, because Mr. ADDERLEY says so. If an 
Under-Secretary of State does not know what a Representative 
Government is, who should ? 

In respect of their form of Government, Ceylon and Hong 
Kong labour under very similar disadvantages. The case of 
the former was explained with admirable clearness in the House 
of Commons by Mr. Gorst, the member for Cambridge, whose 
very temperate speech did not contain a single exaggerated 
statement. The question was, he said, whether the colony was 
to be governed in Downing-street or Ceylon. There is a Le- 
gislative Council, consisting of sixteen members, all nominated 
by the Crown. Ten of these are officials in the pay of the 
Government, who vote in a body according to their instructions, 
thus giving the Goveryor and Szorerary of Srare absolute 
control over the expenditure of the colony. On one occasion, 
to test the question, an item of the military contribution 
exacted was not voted; wheraupon peremptory orders came 
to reverse the decision of the Council, and pay the money. 
This was done ; but the indignity moved even the official mem- 
bers to protest against being thus compelled to “ eat dirt,” 
secing that while the voting of the money by the Council was 
such a palpable farce, the GoveRNor might as well have 
paid it at once on his own responsibility. Mr. Gorst admitted 
the propriety of a supreme power being reserved to the Home 
Government, to be used in the last resort, but justly urged 
that the present system is a complete sham, that ough 
to be at once abolished. Mr. ADDERLEY based his reply on 
the assumed impossibility of acceding to demands which, in 
point of fact, Ceylon never made. He said, “What was asked 
“for was that there should be a full control, free from all 
“dictation, over the colonial revenues, but such a system would 
‘be wholly irreconcilable with the condition of an Asiatic 
a colony like Ceylon, It was impossible to give representative 
« institutions to a colony which, by its position and condition, 
was an isolated part of India. It never entered his mind to 
“ suppose that an Asiatic community like that of Ceylon, which 

was most ignorant and uneducated, was fitted for representa- 
“tive institutions.” Both these assertions are inaccurate, No 
such thing as an unlimited control over the revenue was ever 
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claimed by the colonists ; neither did they demand a represen- 
tative Government. They only asked to be allowed (as Mr. 
Warkin well expressed it) ‘‘a moderate part in the adminis- 
“tration of their own affairs.” Again, Mr. ADDERLEY stated 
that “At one time this country paid almost the whole of its 
“military defences ; but after the report of the Select Committee 
“on the military expenses of the colonies, a very different system 
“was adupted with regard to Ceylon, as well as all our other 
“colonies.” Indeed, Mr. UNDER-SEcRETARY! Then how about 
Canada, Nova Scotia, and the West Indies, none of: which, in 
the current year’s army estimates, are set down for any contri- 
bution whatever? The granting of the petitioners’ request, 
Mr, ADDERLEY exclaims, aghast at the magnitude of the pro- 
posal, “would involve a total change in their constitution.” 
Well, and why not, if it be a change for the better? We are 
making ap alteration, and a sweeping alteration, too, in the 
governing body of the mother country—and to deny at the 
same time the possibility of acceding to any just and beneficial 
change in the government of our dependencies is bigoted con- 
servatism indeed. Mr. ADDERLEY’s reason for maintaining an 
official majority in the Legislative Council is no better. {f the 
number were equalised, he says, the Governor would have to 
exercise a casting vote, and would thus be placed in an invi- 
dious position. We entirely deny that he would be in a worse 
position than at present. A governor is surely supposed to 
have some responsibility, and this casting vote would be exer- 
cised in virtue of it. He would thus openly, and in his own 
person, exert the power he now wields by means of his submis- 
sive but unwilling tools. At present he says to his Council, 
“ Gentlemen, here is a measure which you will be good eneugh 
“to pass. Perhaps you don’t like it ; but that is of no conse- 
“quence. Two-thirds of you hold government appointments, 
“and will be dismissed if you vote against it.” Can a more 
invidious position than this be imagined ? ; 

A very similar state of things exists in ‘Hong Kong. Its 
Legislative Council is practically as complete a farce.as that of 
Ceylon, for although the Government majority there is not, 
numerically, quite so overwhelming, it is equally effective. ‘We 
are told, indeed, that on one occasion, owing to the defection of 
two of his subordinates, the Acting Governor found himself in 
the enjoyment of a majority of one only ; whereupon he com- 
municated his doubts and fears to the Home Government. The 
reply was prompt and decisive :—“I expect that any member 
“of the Council who is in receipt of a salary from Government 
“ will, under all circumstances, support Government by his vote, 
“and trust that in case he finds it impossible to reconcile such a 
“line of conduct with his conscience or his honour, he will -not 
“hesitate in resigning his situation. Moreover, I should net be 
“displeased to learn that in the event of any official member 
“acting contrary to the spirit of these instructions, that the 
“ governor for the time being had suspended him forthwith from 
“the exercise of his official functions pending further instructions 
“from home.” Here, as our correspondent “ Ferris” lately 
observed, is a humiliating situation for an English gentleman 
to be placed in : decorated with the prefix “honourable” yet 
compelled to vote against his own convictions! Can anything 
be more degrading than such a position, or more disgraceful to 
the government that forces it on its servants? Surely a 
Governor, acting alone, and resporsible only to the Crown, 
would be preferable to such a mockery of self-government as 
this. 

We trust that the House of Commons has not yet heard the 
last of Ceylon misgovernment, and that the case of Hong Kong 
will be promptly brought to its notice. This Legislative 
Council grievance, although it has long been a source of serious 
dissatisfaction in the colony, is not referred to in the Hong 
Kong memorial. We recommend it therefore to the early at- 
tention of the Hong Kong Association of London, for no meé- 
sures they can devise to promote the welfare of the colony. ate

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THE NEW SPANISH LOAN. 

“ THE circumstances attending the new Spanish Eight per 
Cent. Loan of £2,335,000 appear to be interesting to the inha- 
bitants of Manila as well as of the other Spanish colonies. ‘The 
loan is said, in fact, to be necessitated by the wants of the 
Philippines, Cuba, and Porto Rico, and the principal and inte- 
rest are to be secured on the revenues of those islands. The 
Marid correspondent of the Moniteur thus describes the in- 
tended operation and the objects to be effected by it :— 

The Spanish Government have lately from various motives, but always 
with equal solicitude, occupied themselves with the position of their colo- 
nies. Not only have the Philippine Islands and Porto Rico cruelly 
suffered by earthquakes, hurricanes, and epidemics, but also the financial 
crisis has made itself felt with great intensity at Cuba. Commercial enter- 
prise has been much unsettled, and in all branches of the public welfare a 
disturbing influence has manifested itself. Naturally such a state of things 
has been damaging to the receipts of the Treasury. The Minister of the 
Colonies has therefore now submitted to the Royal signature, with a view 
of alleviating these existing difficulties, a decree authorising the issue of a 
loan, the proceeds of which are intended to enable the colonies to pay 
their way and to discount some of their engagements at an advantageous 
rate of interest, part of which will also be applied for the creation of an 
amortisation fund. This loan will be to the amount of about fifty or fifty- 
five million francs. The last budget of Cuba shows, in spite of great re- 
* , ductions in the Custom-house tariff, a surplus of over one million dollars, 

and in the preceding years—say from 1859 to 1867—the Treasury of that 

island contributed towards the income of the mother country seventy-four 
million dollars; the Philippine Islands nineteen millions; Porto Rico 
three million dollars. It would therefore appear that the charges and in- 
terest of the new loan will not weigh very heavily upon the resources of 
these fertile possessions. Moreover the sums which will be obtained by it 
are partly destined to.wipe away those liabilities the interest of which so 
considerably clogged the finances of the colonies; and it is expected that 
‘in unfettering these resources, and in re-establishing a normal condition, 
- ‘@m opportunity will be afforded for the public wealth to take a fresh deve- 

lopment, and for the finances to experience considerable elasticity and a 

material lightening of burdens. 

Tux French Government has lately promulgated{at Paris the 
Convention between it and the King of Sram, by which the 
latter accepts its protectorate over Cambodge, and permits its 
vessels to navigate freely in the ports of the river Mekong, and 
of the internal sea which touches the Siamese possessions.

With regard to the former, 
the gross profits earned during the time the resuscitated bank 
has been carrying on operations down to the 31st December 
last have amounted to £68,443 16s. 3d., leaving, after deduc- 
tion of interest paid to constituents and all charges of manage- 
ment, a net profit of £24,881 148. 8d. The directors, in 
anticipation of the sharebloders’ approval, have declared such 
a dividend as the net profits allowed, and, in doing so, have 
deemed it prudent to relieve the capital from the sum at debit 
of preliminary expenses chargeable on the A shares, viz., 
£5,462 8s, 2d., which they have written off in full. The sur- 
plus admitting it, a dividend at the rate of 7 per cent. per 
annum on the A capital, has been declared and distributed to 
the holders of such shares, amounting to £18,393 14s, 8d., 
leaving a balance of £1,061 14s. 10d. to be carried forward. 
The statement relating to the B capital shows that the pro- 
gress made in the shape of realisation, notwithstanding the 
difficulties encountered, has been satisfactory. In their report 
in August last the directors announced that they were prepared 
to pay under discount the promissory notes falling due on the 
15th October, and on the 1st November they announced that 
they were able from that date to anticipate on like terms the 
promissory notes maturing on the ]5th March instant. Both 
of these instalments have since run off, and there remains 
only the fina) payment of 2s. 6d. in the pound falling due on 
the 15th July next, to complete the discharge of all the out- 
standing liabilities of the late Agra and Masterman’s Bank, 
with ‘interest at a minimum rate of 5 per cent., which the 
directors will be in funds to anticipate, as they have been able 
to do with preceding instalments. With respect to interest 
to the B shareholders the directors consider further information 
and more time is necessary before any reliable statement can 
be given. 

A circular has been addressed to the late chairman of the 
Commercial Bank Corporation of India and the Fast, in which 
that gentleman and his colleagues in the direction are invited 
to consider what steps can be taken to mitigate the misfortunes 
of the shareholders. It is urged that “the assets still un- 
realised are mostly of such a nature as to be presently saleable 
only at enormous sacrifice,” and that “the official liquidator 
must consequently rely principally upon further calls on the 
shareholders to provide dividends for the creditors.” It is ac- 
cordingly suggested for consideration, “1. Whether the feeling 
of the creditors as to a compromise should not be ascertained. 
2. Whether any, and what steps can be taken by reconstruction, 
or a new bank, to realise the estate to best advantage, and to 
avoid the necessity for further calls.” The letter lies for signa- 
ture at Messrs. Dawson and Son’s, 121, Cannon-street, City.

Tra.—In this market there has been increased firmness. Common 
grades of Congou continue in demand at rather improved rates, and 
tbe medium to fair descriptions also begin to attract more attention. 
A few small sales are declared for this week. The Produce Markets 
Review has the following remarks on the probable course of the 
market :—" There can be little doubt that by the time when the 
heavy arrivals of the new crop commence in October next the stocks 
will have been reduced to a considerably lower point than for some 
years past at the same period. It is also likely that shipments in 
eoming seasons will be somewhat more even, and will not be so much 
crowded into the first few months as heretofore. It is further not to be 
denied under these circumstances that while money remains so cheap that 
prices are almost sure to have an advancing tendency. Acting on these 
probabilities a considerable amount of speculation has taken place in the 
market since Christmas, and the price of common Congou has advanced 
2d. per lb. The general market has also become firm lately, partly owing 
to the large clearances in consequence of an anticipated increase in the 
duty, and partly to a heavy export demand, The grocers, however, have 
hitherto refused to give advanced prices, and hold steadily aloof, so that 
the market at present is in a liar position. The merchants and 
brokers, inspired by its favourable statistical appearance, are extremely 
firm, and reasonable bids are constantly parr At the same time the 
speculators will not realise except at the full advance, and, as the whole- 
sale dealers generally are well supplied with stock, they find difficulty in 
doing 90. The absence of demand from the country and from speculators 
and the firmness of merchants, have thus put a temporary stop to busi- 
ness, and the transactions in the market have been very small during the 
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week. The issue from the present dead-lock remains to be considered, 
and it is with the grocers that it rests. If they accept the probable state 
of the stock seven months hence as a sufficient inducement to buy largely, 
the market must rise, and, in the present state of opinion amongst sellers, 
must rise considerably. If, on the other hand, they pursue a steady 
policy of buying from hand to mouth, the market will be left to the regu- 

influence of demand and supply, and as the one overtakes the other 
prices will gradually rise. We do not think that any relapse from the 
present position is at all likely, unless it be for the lowest common Con- 
gou; and, on the other hand, any change that takes place for teas in 
general will not improbably be in an upward direction.” 

S1tx.—Messrs. Jacomb, Hogg and Co.'s Circular of the Ist April says : 
— The Silk Market has been active during the whole of the past month, 
and prices have experienced some further improvement. In China silk 
all descriptions of Tsatlees have been in good demand, more especially 
the better sorts, which are inconveniently scarce, indeed chop silk now 
scarcely exists. Key-Ing Taysaams are still comparatively neglected, 
though the moderate rates at which rig can be purchased have led to 
some little business of late. Japan silk has sold currently on arrival, ex- 
cept when the pretentions of importers have been exorbitant. The deli- 
veries 8,777 bales of China and 704 bales of Japan are most satisfactory, 
and show that the recent movement has to a considerable extent been of a 
legitimate character." According to a circular of Messrs. Arlés-Dufour 
and Co., of Lyons, there hasbeen much activity in the silk market during 
the month just ended, owing to the extent of actual wants that had to be 
provided for, while a special stimulus was also imparted by the evidence of 
the great scarcity of all classes of good silk, enhanced by the fears enter. 
tained already respecting the result of the next European crop. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade tables for February show the commerce 
of the country to have been steady. Compared with the cor- 
responding month of last year, the only difference in the 
declared value of our Exports is a falling off of £105,093, or 
about # per cent. From February, 1866, the falling off is 
about 5 percent. Taking into account the decline in the price 
of Cotton, the present figures exhibit an amount of actual trade 
at least equal to that of the same month of the two preceding 
years, since while the value of the Cotton Goods exported during 
the past month showed a reduction of 7 per cent. from 
February, 1867, there has been an increase in the quantity of 
20 per cent. In the shipments of Cotton Yarn there has been 
an increase both as regards value and quantity—viz., 50 per 
cent. in the former, and 70 per cent. in the latter. 

The values of the Imports are brought down to the end of 
January ; for that month the “computed real value” of the 
principal Imports is stated as follows:—January, 1866, 
210,394,443; January, 1867, £10,063,066; January, 1868, 
£9,477,083. As regards the principal importations of the 
month, it appears’that the Cotton landed was 921,147 cwt. 
against 784,347 cwt. in February, 1867, the increase being 
entirely in American descriptions; and that the arrivals of 
Wheat were 2,283,426 cwt. against 1,423,169 in February, 
1867, about 55 per cent. of the entire total being respectively 
from Russia and the United States, which again figure for 
nearly equal amounts, the latter at length having gained a 
slight preponderance. Egypt, which in February, 1867, con- 
tributed only 4,520 cwt., figures on this occasion for 361,857.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
THE OBYLON PETITION.* 

(March 20th.) Mr. Gorst, in calling attention to a petition presented 
to Her Majesty by inhabitants of this island, and to a covering despatch of 
the Governor, said that the papers would disclose a very depressed state of 
things in the colony and a very angry feeling against the Government ; a 
refusal of redress by the Government, and an apparent determination on 
the part of the Governor and other persons to misunderstand the precise 
complaint of the colcnists. Now, considering the great commercial im- 
portance of Ceylon, and its position in what some persons called the most 
central point of our Eastern Empire, discontent there was extremely in- 
convenient, if not dangerous. He did not ask the House to come to any 
formal resolution on the subject, but rather to act as mediators between 
the colonists and the Government, inducing the colonists, on the one 
hand, to withdraw any demand which they considered unreasonable, and 
on the other hand inducing the Government to accede to those moderate 
requests which met with the approval of the House. The grievances of 
the colonists had arisen out of the military expenditure in Ceyton, 
but the original question had developed into the wider one of whether 
the colony was to be governed in Downing-street or at Ceylon. The 
origin of the dissatisfaction was a despatch sent out by Earl Grey, as 
Colonial Secretary. in 1848, and confirmed by his successor, the right 
hon. member for Oxford (Mr. Cardwell), in 1859. It stated that the 
time had come when it was advisable to extend to the Legislative Council 
the coutrol over the whole annual expenditure of the colony, and directed 
the passing of an ordinance permanently charging upon the revenue of 
the colony fixed expenses which had been paid without having been 
sanctioned by the Legislative Council. In accordance with the doctrines 
thus laid down, a sum of £15,000 was first applied, by order of the Secre- 
tary of State, and without having been brought under the notice of the 
Legislative Council, to the increase of the military allowances; and again, 
in 1864, without any previous communication with the colony, an order 
was sent out to increase the colonial contribution to the military expendi- 
ture from £30,000 to £54,000. Ten of the sixteen members of Council, 
being officials, considered it their duty to vote according to orders, and 
money which had been half appropriated to public works was transferred 
to the military chest. For the sake of testing the question, however, an 
item of £1,000 was not voted. Peremptory orders were then received 
from England that the decision of the Legislative Council was to be re- 
versed, and the money paid; and it was paid, the official members them- 
selves protesting that the Legislative Council was unnecessarily compelled 
to eat dirt, seeing that the Governor might have made the payment on his 
own authority. The hon. member went on to remark that an attempt had 
been made to station troops at Galle, where no barracks existed, merely 
in the hope that the colony would erect suitable barracks for their acccom- 
modation. Indeed, it was apparently the main object of the memoran- 
dum to ascertain how much money could be got out of the pockets of the 
Cingalese. The people of Ceylon now appealed to the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. What did the colonists ask? They did not ask fora review of the 
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which it had been determined they ought to pay. They did not ask fora 
representative Government. There was not a word in any of their peti- 
tions that could be construed into conveying such a demand, while, on 
the other hand, they had over and over repudiated the idea that they made 
it. All they asked was that they might have in the Council as many non- 
official as official members. The existence of a Legislative Council in 
the colony iaduced people to think that the Governor and the Secretary 
of State were checked in the civil expenditure. But it was no such thing. 
The officials on the Legislative Council were instructed from Downing- 
street; they were told how they were to vote ; and the result was that t 
Governor and Secretary of State might do as they liked in regard of the 
civil expenditure. He quite admitted that the Government should reserve 
to itself a power in the last resort; but it was one thing to have the votes 
of a Legislative Council under the direct control of the Government, and 
another and quite a different thing to have independent action in the first 
instance, a power being reserved to the Government to act independently 
of the Council if it appeared to the executive that it was necessary to do 
so. He wished to ask the Under-Secretary for the Colonies whether the 
Government would not do something to meet the wishes of the people of 
Ceylon. 

itr. WATKIN expressed his belief that the inhabitants of Ceylon would 
feel indebted to the hon. member for Cambridge for bringing their 
grievances under the notice of the House, and stated that it was his own 
intention ona future day to move for a select committee to inquire gene- 
rally into the affairs of that colony. A respectful memorial, containing a 
temperate statement of their grievances, had been sent by the people of 
Ceylon to the Home Government, and the question was whether it had 
received the consideration to which it was entitled. Lord Grey proposed 
that Ceylon should have something in the semblance of representative 
Government, and the Council there must altogether be abolished, or such 
a@ participation must be allowed it in the power of levying taxes and ex- 
pending the money as would give confidence to the taxpayers. The result 
of the present system had been unsatisfactory, because the question of edu- 
cation was going backward, public improvements were ceasing to be made, 
the police of the island was defective, and famine of a dreadful character 
had appeared at different times. He believed that all these evils proceeded 
from the circumstance that the people on the spot were prevented from 
taking a moderate part in the administration of their own affairs. 

Mr. ADDEBLEY said that what was asked for was that there should be a 
full control, free from all Government dictation, over local revenues in 
the colony, but such a system would be wholly irreconcileable with the 
condition of an Asiatic colony like Ceylon. It was impossible to give re- 
presentative institutions to a colony which, by its position and condition, 
was an isolated part of India, and he always regretted that it was discon- 

‘nected from India. He had laboured for more than twenty years to give 
representative institutions to all English communities, but it never entered 
his mind to suppose that an Asiatic community like that of Ceylon, which 


’ Was most ignorant and uneducated, were fitted for representative institu- 


tious. He maintained that the Council was now far more liberally consti- 
tuted than at first, when it had no financial functions whatever, but was the 
mere assessor for the Government. It had, however, since acquired suffi- 
cient power to control more than once the financial policy of the colony. 
The grievance, as stated by the hon. member for Cambridge, was not 
made out; for within the last few years the police establishment, which 
was so defective formerly, had been entirely remodelled, as had also 
the Post-office establishment, and public works had been largely ex- 
tended. The fiscal department was entirely remodelled, and the laws 
atnended by a new ordinance. The Education Department had been very 
much increased and improved. The Surveyor'’s department had been in- 
creased, and thirteen additional surveyors appointed. The expense of the 
civil establishments had been increased from £187,000 to £311,000. The 
revenue also had enormously advanced. The only ground of complaint 
was the military contribution which this country called on them to pay. 
At one time this country paid almost the whole of its military defences ; 
but after the report of the Select Committee on the military expenses of 
the colonies, a very different system was adopted with regard to Ceylon, 
as well as all our other colonies. India paid the whole of her civil and 
military expenses, and why should a different principle be applied to Cey- 
lon? They asked to have the appropriation of the revenue, and that it 
should not be directed by the simple instructions of the Colonial Secretary 
at home. That would be a total change in their constitution. They also 
asked that the unofficial members should be equalised with the official. If 
that proposal were adopted the Governor, on every question that came be- 
fore them, would have to exercise a casting vote, and would thus be placed 
in a far more invidious position than at present. The statement of the 
hon. member who spoke fast as to a million of revenue being spent accord- 
ing to the mere discretion of the Secretary of State was wholly at variance 
with facts. Two-thirds of the revenue were not disposed of by instructions 
from home. One-fourth was placed absolutely at their disposal. Besides, 
while they asked more popular infuence in the Council for themselves, 
the Cingalese population were overlooked. The interests of the natives 
were left to be guarded by the Government. Ifhe could see his way clearly 
to give an influential body, consisting of the merchants and planters, a 
greater voice in the Legislative Council, so as to assist the Governor, they 
should have it; but to give these gentlemen the controlling power, and to 
leave the Governor only a casting vote, would be unjust in itself, and 
would place the Governor in a most invidious position. He saw no ad- 
vantage ina committee on this subject, because the House was already 
possessed of all the information that could be laid before it. He denied 
the grievance, and he thought he had shown that the remedy proposed was 
inadmissible under the circumstances. ( Hear.) 

Mr. CARDWELL agreed with the hon. member (Mr. Gorst) that all these 
vestions about Ceylon derived their origin from the Select Committee of 
862, which reported that a much larger portion of the expenditure for 

the military defence of the colonies ought to be defrayed from local and 
not from Imperial resources. Not long afterwards an hon. member 
brought forward a practical proposal that Ceylon should again become, 
what it originally was, a part of the empire of India, which defrayed the 


* Although somewhat out of date, we reproduce this debate because it forms the | Whole of its own expenditure, When the news of this proposal reached 
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remonstances were made against it. The Governor of Ceylon did not 
think it became him to move in the matter, but an unofficial member of 
the Council took up the subject, and an address was agreed to by the 
Legislative Council and sent to England. They said that any such change 
as had been proposed would impede the progress and disturb the peace 
and prosperity of the colony. They stated that they were well satisfied 
with the existing form of Government, which secureil a fair representation 
of the various interests of the colony. They spoke of the marked progress 
of the colony, and of the peace and good order which prevailed, and 
which strongly contrasted with its former troubled state. This change, 
they said, could only be attributed to the wise and liberal measures of the 
Home Government and to the judicious measures of the local administra- 
tion, whereby enterprise had been stimulated and Ceylon had been raised 
to the rank of one of Her Majesty's most important colonies. The prin- 
ciple having been laid down that Ceylon, like our other Indian colony, 
should defray the whole of its expenditure, it was met by the immediate 
resignation of the whole body of unofficial members. The Colonial-office 
accepted their resignations, and found no difficulty in reconstituting the 
Legislative Council. A military commission of inquiry has since been 
sitting, and, although its report was not yet laid on the table, he believed 
that an arrangement had been made, in conformity with the demand made 
upon the colony to support its own establishments, which would be satis- 
factory to the island, and form a by no means oppressive burden upon its 
growing and improving revenue. If he had yielded to the request made 
to him he would have allowed these gentlemen to control not only the ex- 
penditure of Ceylon, but also that of the United Kingdom. And 
who were those who made this request? Sir Hercules Robinson, the 
Governor, stated in his despatch that the native population of Ceylon 
amounted to 2,336,000 persons. The Europeans only numbered 3,000. 
And by how many of these Europeans had the petition been signed? By 
186 persons, comprising among them only 11 merchants and 53 proprietors 
of coffee estates. It apppeared to him that the question of the constitution 
of the Legislative Council was one which might well be considered by 
the Government at home, with the assistance ef the able Governor of the 
island. 








MANCHESTER MARKETS. 

The following on the Manchester Markets during the past month is 
from Messrs. Barbour Brothers :— 

“The month has been a most perplexing one both for buyers and 
sellers. Influenced by the cotton rumours—though at intervals there has 
been a lull and a slight reaction—speculators have maintained their posi- 
tion, causing a further advance in prices, which rule now from 25 per 
cent. to 35 per cent. above those current at the beginning of the year. 
Some further large transactions have been entered into, forming in the 
aggregate a considerable business; these have been ostensibly for the 
larger Eastern markets, or still more freely on speculation. 
to India and China continue on a large scale ; they are, in plain cottons 
alone, up to March 16, in excess of those up to the same period of 1867, 
to Calcutta fully 119 million, to Bombay 54 million, to Hong Kong, 26 
million, and to Shanghai 61 million yards. About this time last year a 
somewhat similar spirit of — manifested itself, which led to very 
heavy and serious losses before the year closed ; it is not impossible the 
same result may be witnessed this year. While the anticipation of 
higher prices of cotton—through a comparatively short crop, and conse- 
quently relatively higher rates for the productions here—may justify an 
anticipation of real demand, there is no immediate prospect of such a 
short supply of the raw material as to warrant the speculative mania which 
is becoming more and more rife in this market, totally changing and 
demoralising its previous character, deranging all ordinary calculations, 
and promising sooner or later to prove highly injurious to its best interests. 

In the Liverpool Cotton Market prices have been rapidly forced up, 
and are now about 14d. per Ib. on Brazil and Egyptian, 'lgd. on Surat, 
and 1{d. to 2d. on American higher than at the beginning of the month. 
The estimated stock is now 391,500 bales, being an increase of 100,000 
bales during the month, but a decrease of 252,800 bales compared with 
this time last year, while the quantity at sea for Great Britain from 
America and India also contrasts unfavourably, being only 332,000 bales, 

ainst 466,000 bales twelve months ago. he increase in stock during 

month has been largely assisted by a discovery of 30,900 bales of 
East India and China cotton in excess of previous estimates ; this, on actual 
stock-taking of these qualities alone ; ad it is certainly a matter of regret 
that means have not been taken to verify the estimated stocks of other 
descriptions.”

-The Arlingtoa, Kennebroke, from Cardiff to Shanghai, was in contact 
March 21, with the Dove, of Falmouth, about 40 miles N.N. W. of the 
Longships ; the latter vessel almost immediately sunk ; three men drowned, 
master and boy landed at St. Ives. 

Advices from Mauritius, dated Feb. 5, state that the Zeemanshoop, v. 
Monnon, from Batavia to Rotterdam, which put in there, Dec. 28, leaky, 
had sold 1,890 bags of coffee and 121 cases sugar, and sailed again, 
Feb. 18, for her destination. 

Advices from Batavia, dated Feb. 12, state that the A. E. Vida, 
(barque), of Hamburg, from Foochow to England, with tea, had put in 
there, Jan. 24, leaky, and would have to discharge and repair. 

The Silome, Davidson, from Shanghai, which arrived at New York 
Mar. 20, had experienced a severe cyclone from the E., N., and S.W. 
Dee. 4 to 6, in 11 S., 102 E., during which she laboured very heavily 
and shipped large quantities of water.

FIFTH REPORT, 


Read at a GENERAL MEETING of SHAREHOLDERS, held at the BANKING HOUSE of the CORPORATION, 
HONG KONG, on FRIDAY, the 14th February, 1868 ; GEORGE J. HELLAND, Esq., in the Chair. 





TO THE PROPRIETORS OF THE HONG KONG AND SHANGHAI BANKING CORPORATION. 


Gentlemen,—The Directors have now to submit to you the general 
statement of the Corporation’s affairs and balance-sheet, for the half- 
year ending on 31st December last. 

The net profit for that period, including 14,188 dols. 81c. brought 
forward from last account, after defraying all outgoing and current ex- 
penses, deducting interest paid and due, and making provision for bad 
debts, amounts to 392,659 dols. 21c., of which, after taking out rebate on 
bills not yet due, and writing off the whole of the outstanding amount 
of preliminary expenses, remuneration to Directors, &c., there remains for 
appropriation 362,276 dols. 60c. 

From the latter sum the Directors recommend the distribution of a 
dividend of 7 dols. 50c. on the paid-up shares, and of 1 dol. 50c. on the 
new shares, being equivalent to six per cent. for the half-year, or twelve 
per cent. per annum; this will absorb 180,000 dols., and of the balance 
the directors popose carrying 125,000 dols. to the reserve fund, and 57,276 
dols. 60c. to the credit of new profit and loss account. 

If the foregoing appropriation of profits be confirmed by the Meeting, 
the amounts paid as dividend for the whole year 1867 will represent 
860,000 dols., being equal to twelve per cent., and showing an increase of 
80,000 dols. over the total dividend (280,000 dols.) distributed for the year 
1866. 

The amounts carried to the reserve fund for the period embraced 
under thie yearly review will aggregate 200,000 dols. (compared to 
141,700 dols. carried to same account in 1866), raising this fund to 
875,000 dols. on 31st December, 1867, equal to 124 per cent. on the paid- 
up capital of the Corporation, independently of the sum of 57,276 dols. 
60c. undivided profits, carried forward on the above date as already 
mentioned—thus making up a total net profit for the year 1867 of 
617,276 dols. 60c. (or 20°57 per cent. on paid up capital), after deducting 
charges, expenses, and allowances of every description, and without in- 
cluding the rebate on bills maturing after 31st December; comparing 
favourably with the corresponding result of the previous year, which 
amounted to only 457,604 dols. 44c. 

The Directors congratulate their co-proprietors on the above favourable 
results, and have much satisfaction in pointing out the steady development 
of the Bank’s resources, as shown by comparing the principal items of the 
balance -sheet with the accounts published at the same period of last year ; 
for example—on the 31st December, 1866, the deposits and notes in cir- 
culation aggregated 4,132,651 dols. 94c. On the 31st December, 1867, 
they amount to 6,279,121 dols. 25c. As these figures speak for them- 
selves, the Directors have little to add to satisfy the Shareholders regarding 
the growing credit and prosperity of the Corporation. 

The latter half of the year 1867 has been characterised by dulness 
of trade, and by great stagnation in lecal banking business; the demand 
for money was considerably under what it had formerly been, which ac- 
counts for the great increase of the Bank’s cash balance on 31at December 
last, as contrasted with the amount on hand on the same date last year, 
viz., 8,952,968 dols. 37c. against 1,944,515 dols. 902. It is to be hoped 
that a revival of general business may soon take place, and that the in- 
creased requirements of trade may develop now sources of profit, 

The Proprietors are aware that the other banks have now returned 
to the system of buying and selling six months’ sight bills, which they 
had abandoned during the greater part of last year, and in thus returning 
fo the old established usance they have virtually sanctioned the reasons 
which induced the Corporation to keep aloof from a combination as detri- 
mental to the general interests of trade, as it has proved to be to the 
interest of those banks who had initiated and participated in the change. 
Far from regretting it, the Directors view with pleasure the resumption 
by all of a practice calculated to benefit the mercantile community at 
large, and they find in the position which the Corporation has acquired in 
the meantime with its constituents, and in the considerable extension which 
it has occasioned to its exchange business, an ample compensation for the

cagsation of the temporary advantages which the Bank derived throughout 

last year, from being the only large operator on the market for six months’ 

sight paper. . 
UNCALLED CAPITAL. 

The Proprietors will no doubt be gled to hear that it is not the in- 
tention of the Directors to thake any call on the 20,000 shares of the 
second issue during the whole of the present year. 

By the terms of Clause VII. of the Ordinance of Incorporation, thé 
Government would have the power to inaist upon the balance, now unpaid 
of the subscribed capital of the Bank, being called up on or before the 15th 
of December, 1869, but the Directors do not see the probability of the 
Bank requiring more capital than has already been paid up; they have 
in consequence applied to the proper quarters for a modification of the 
clause in question, with a view to obtain a considerable extension of the 
period above mentioned, and the Directors are in a position to state that 
his Excelleney the Governor has kindly recommended the matter for 
the favourable consideration of the home authorities. 


SHARES—LONDON REGISTER. 

A Register for the transfer of shares has been opened at the London 
QfGce of the Bank, and ia virtue of recent arrangements the shares of 
the Corporation are now negotiable on the London Stock Exchange. 

RESERVE. 

The Direetors have decided upon investing the whole of the reserve 
fund in Government Securities, and, in addition thereto, an amount of 
£100,006 fs to be converted into Indian Government paper, and appro- 
priated to the general working of the Bank's Agencies at Bombay and 
Calcutta, as an available margin or deposit and means of credit, to 
facilitate operations in that direction, which are daily increasing in im- 


portance. 
AGENCIES. 
Special Agencies of the Corporation are in course of formation at 
Calcutta and Hankow, to be entrusted to the charge of two well tried 
officers of the Bank, urder specific instructions emanating from the Head 


Office. 
DIRECTORS. 

Mr. George J. Helland has been appointed Chairman, and Mr. George 
F, Heard Deputy-Chairman of the Court of Directors, in consequence 
of the resignation of Messrs. Woldemar Nissen and Arthur Sassoon, on 
their departure from the Colony. Messrs. Thomas Sutherlaad and G. T. 
Smith having also, for the same reason, resigned their seats at the board, 
three of the vacancies haye been filled by the election of Mesars. J. B. 
Taylor, Sol. D. Sassoon, and A. Joost. 

According to the provisions of the Deed of Settlement, the term of 
office of two members of the Court, Messrs. W. H. Foster, Jun., and J. 
Menke, expires this day, but these gentlemen are eligible for re-election, 
and offer themselves accordingly. 

AUDITORS. 

The Directors have great pleasure in proposing the re-election of the 

present Auditors, the Hon. Phineas Ryrie and Mr. W. C. Hunter. 
MANAGEMENT. 

The Directors wish, in closing this Report, to record their entire 
satisfaction with the zeal and efficiency with which the Managers and all 
the subordinate officers of the Bank have discharged their duties duriag 
the year 1867. 

The services of Mr. Victor Kresser, as Chief Manager, and of Mr. 
David McLean, ss Manager of the Shanghni Branch, have been secured 
for a further period of three years, and the Directors take this opportunity 
of acknowledging that the eminent qualifications displayed by these two 
gentlemen, and their untiring exertions, have greatly contributed to the 


success of the Bank.
